WASHINGTON (AP) - The Senate 
Judiciary Committee approved today the 
nominaUon of Clarence M. Kelley, Kansas 
City police chief, to be director of the FBI. 
Committee sources reported that there 
were no dissenting votes. 
The Senate is expected to act on the 
nomination 
later 
this 
week, 
possibly 
Wednesday. 


Kelley was nominated by President 
Nixon June 8 . Nixon withdrew his earlier 
nomination of L. Patrick Gray III to suc­ 
ceed the late J. Eklgar Hoover. 
Unlike 
Gray, 
who 
had 
no 
law 
enforcement experience, Kelley has been 
police chief in Kansas City for 12 years and 
before that served 21 years with the FBI. 
Gray, who became acting FB I director 
after Hoover’s death in May 197 2, resigned 
April 28 after disclosure that he had 
destroyed materials taken from the White 
House safe of one of the convicted 
Watergate conspirators. 
Since then William D. Ruckelshaus, 
former 
head 
of 
the 
Environmental 
Protection Agency, has been filling in as 
FB I chief. 
The 
first 
opposition 
to 
Kelley’s 
nomination was voiced at the Judiciary 
Committee’s hearing Monday. But most 
witnesses urgetUiis confirmation. 
The opposition came from Bruce R. 
Watkins, a black civil rights leader, and J. 
Nelson Thompson, a ghetto lawyer in 
Kansas City. 
Both complained of police brutality 
against blacks. Watkins said that Kelley 
had added fuel to the city’s 1968 riots after 


the assassination of Dr. Martin Lflther 
King Jr. He testified the lives of six blacks 
were sacrificed needlessly.

De a n Hope d Nix on 
Would Ex pla in Role 


WASHINGTON (AP) 
— Ousted White 
House counsel John W. Dean III testified 
today that he had hoped until mid-April 
that President Nixon would come forward 
to fully explain his own role in the Water­ 
gate affair. 
When that did not happen. Dean told 
& nate Watergate investigators, he began 
“ to explain highlights of some of the things 
that involved the President" to federal 
prosecutors. 


Dean acknowledged that in his televised 
testimony he had accused the President of 
Watergate 
cover-up 
involvement 
that 
linked him with criminal offenses. 


• i ’m telling the truth as I know it," he 
insisted 
as 
committee 
members 
and 
lawyers questioned him point by point 
about 
his assertions 
that 
Nixon was 
involved in the scandal cover-up. 
Dean, in a statement he described as 
personal opinion, said he believes White 
House aides probably relayed to Nixon 
information about the wiretapping and 
initial cover-up efforts. 
Dean was asked by Fred Thompson. 
Republican counsel for the committee, 
why he had waited until April 15 to begin 
telling federal prosecutors his accusations 
that Nixon participated in covering up the 
wiretapping affair. 
Dean said he expected Nixon “ to come 
forward and explain his involvement in the 
way I thought he would." 
Dean said he had told Nixon about cover- 
up actions as early as Sept. 15.19 7 2. He said 
he finally told Nixon Last March 21 that 
presidential aides H R. Haldeman, John D. 
Ehrlichman, and Dean himself could be 
indicted in the Watergate scandal. 
Dean said the President did not seem 
surprised at that. 
When the cover-up persisted. Dean said, 
he went to federal prosecutors on April 2, 
and 
began 
telling 
them 
broadly 
of 
presidential involvement on April 15. 
Committee 
members 
and 
lawyers 
devoted much of their questioning to 
testing Dean’s credibility. At one point Sen. 
Herman Talmadge, IM Ja., asked Dean 
why he thinks people should believe him, 
rather than the President. 
“ I have been asked here to come up and 
tell the truth," Dean said. “ Fve told it the 
best way I know." 
Dean claimed no first-hand knowledge 
that the President knew in advance of the 
Watergate operation, or of the instant 
cover-up effort. 
He testified that Gordon Strachan, aide 
- to Haldeman, knew what was going on at 
the Committee for the Re-election of the 
President in connection with Watergate. 
“ My opinion is that he would report 
everything he knew in some form to Mr. 
Haldeman," Dean said. 
Dash then asked whether Haldeman 
would have reported word of the wiretap 
and coverup to the President. 
“ 1 believe he probably would have 
reported it," Dean replied.

Req u ests b y F iremen Discu ssed 


The Sedalia City Council met Monday night to discuss a list of 
requests of the city firemen. 
Among the requests was a drop in the number of working 
hours to 50 per week. Councilman Carl Franklin said this could 
be accomplished by adding four men to the staff at an additional 
cost of about $25,000 to the city. 
Time and title pay, whereby a fireman assumes the wages of 
an officer whose duties he temporarily performs, was also 
requested. 
Firemen asked for 12-hour call out time instead of the present 
four hours. Under this firemen called to duty under emergency 
conditions when they were not on duty would get 12 hours pay. 
Another item the council discussed was a request that sick 
leave days be allowed to collect and be paid an employe upon 
retirement. Franklin said city employes are currently allowed 
one day of sick leave with pay per month, and he added they 
lose any days entitled but not taken before retirement. 
Mayor Jerry Jones said he hated to see the purpose of sick 


leave with pay changed from its original intention which was to 
keep an employe paid if he became ill for a day. 
Franklin said he felt those who did not use the sick leave days 
they were entitled to should be paid for those days upon retiring 
since some employes rarely call in sick while others regularly 
do. 
Among other items requested by the firemen were: 
A $17 5-per-month raise. 
A $5,000 increase in life insurance coverage raising the total 
to $10,000 coverage. 
»^The addition of two holidays to the nine days existing 
already. 
» 
A contract to be drawn up with the city. 
The council took no action on the proposals pending 
discussion with the city clerk and city attorney. 
^MayorJ^rry Jones told The Democrat-Capital the city budget, 
currently ih the process of bèing finalized, should be ready by 
next Monday.

PARIS (AP) — Leonid I. Brezhnev had a 
three-hour 
talk 
today 
with 
President 
Georges Pompidou of France to start 
follow-up consultations after his summit 
meeting in Washington. 
A spokesman for Pompidou describiHl 
the talk as “ positive and very complete " 
He said Brezhnev underlined the role the 
Soviet Union considers that France plays 
in Western Europe and stressed that 
neither France nor any other country came 
up for discussion in his talks with Nixon 
This was regarded as Brezhnev’s way of 
assuring Pompidou that the United States 
and the Soviet Union had not assumed for 
themselves all the world’s decisions. 
At opening of the two-day talks Brezhnev 
was reported ready to offer Pompidou the 
chairmanship 
of 
a 
“ super 
F^ast-West 
sum m it" conference in Paris in December. 
French reports said the offer had the ap­ 
proval of President Nixon. 


The French see the proposal as a scheme 
for trying to draw them from their 
independent stance on nuclear and con­ 
ventional arms reductions. 
A government spokesman indicated that 
France would not be able to consider it 
until after the end of the second phase of 
the 
European 
security 
conference 
beginning next month in Helsinki, Finland. 
The super-summit was described here as 
a meeting meant to put a definitive end to 
the Cold War period and was equated to 
the Congress of Vienna, which closed out 
th#» Napoleonic era. 


Even before Br«shnev flew in from 
Washington at midnight Monday, official 
French sources stated that, whatever the 
Soviet leader had decided with President 
Nixon on atomic and weapons controls, 
“ France intends to maintain her sover­ 
eignty in matters of national defense.” 
A French official said privately that the 
Brezhnev-Pompidou talks in a Marie Antoi­ 
nette boudoir at the Rambouillet Chateau 
could be the most difficult between France 
and Russia since Charles de Gaulle began

Western ally, the FYench see their attitude 
as a guarantee of independence outside 
the two big blocs. 


The French have some leverage in their 
dealings with the Soviets at the moment 
because Pompidou will be visiting China in 
September. The Chinese alUtude toward 
the superpowers is similar to that of the 
Fre n ch . Th e Russians would not like to see 
Paris and Peking draw closer together. 


Brezhnev also is expected to sound out 
the French on cooperating more with one 
of his pet projects, the Helsinki European 
security talks.

WASHINGTON (AP) — The House, after 
joining the Senate to cut off all available 
funds for U.S. bombing in Cambodia, 
turned today to amendments that would 
block any new money for the military 
activity. 
One proposal would prohibit any new 
spending for the bombing. Another would 
ban use of new spending for any U.S. war 
activities in Indochina. 
A choice between the two was offered in 
a continuing resolution before the House 
that would give the Pentagon and other 
federal agencies stop-gap authority to 
continue spending until Congress passes 
their regular appropriations bills. 
The amendments were defeated in the 
House Appropriations Committee, 
but 
bombing opponents announced they would 
carry the effort to the House floor today. 
The

shouted 
voice 
approval 
Monday 
of 
Senate-passed 
prohibition 
against using any available funds for 
“ combat activities in, over or from off the 


shores of Cambodia, or in or over Laos by 
U.S. forces." 
President Nixon has 10 days after he 
receives 
the 
$3.4-billion 
supplemental 
money bill containing the cutoff to either 
halt the bombing or veto the bill. If he does 
not act within that time the bill becomes 
law. 
The measure is expected to go to the 
President before the end of the week. 
Senate 
Democratic 
Leader 
Mike 
Mansfield vowed that if Nixon vetoes the 
bill he will not get the $3.4 billion, because 
the Senate will not reapprove the money. 
But House Republican Leader Gerald R. 
Ford said he will urge President NUon to 
veto the bill. Ford said he still is looking for 
some way to give the President more time 
for bombing as part of Nixon’s efforts to 
force a Cambodia cease-fire. 
Ford said that secret negotiations were 
under way to seat a stable government in 
Cambodia, adding this would bring about 
the cease-fire.

SAIGON (AP) — Heavy fighting was 
reported today in the Mekong Delta on the 
northern edges of the U Minh Forest, 
where Viet Cong forces have gained a 
stronghold and threaten the provincial 
capital of Vi Thanh.

said 
Communist cease-fire violations increased 
20 per cent over those of the previous sev­ 
eral days. It claimed there were 86 
infractions in the 24 hours ending at dawn. 
Initial field reports from the Mekong 
Delta said 38 Communist soldiers were 
killed Monday while government forces 
suffered at least four killed 
and 7 7 
wounded in two battles. 
Reports said that Viet Cong troops 
shelled 
and 
then 
assaulted 
two 
government 
battalions 
as 
they

digging foxholes for a night bivouac 10 
miles east of Vi Thanh and more than 100 
miles south of Saigon.

The Saigon command reported that two 
South Vietnamese helicopters were fired at 
while on resupply missions but there were 
no casualties. 
In Cambodia, U.S. B52s continued raids 
during the night on Khmer Rouge positions 
and supply routes 25 miles south of Phnom 
Penh, the military command reported. 
Meanwhile, Cambodia’s official military 
spokesman said that, if the U.S. Congress 
forces a halt to U.S. bombing in Cam­ 
bodia, it would encourage the insurgents to 
step up attacks. 
He was responding to the vote in the 
House of Representatives on Monday 
cutting off funds for the bombing. The 
measure was 
an antiwar amendment 
already approved by the Senate and 
a t t a c h e d 
to

s u p p l e m e n t a l 
appropriations bill. The legislation is a 
compromise worked out by a Senate- 
House committee. The Senate is expected 
to ratify it quickly and send it to President 
Nixon, who will have 10 days to sign or veto 
it.

Ever since she was hired to 
tout the products of a manufac­ 
turer of suntan products. Tanya 
Wilson, 22, who just ended her 
reign as Miss USA 1972, has 
been busy as a sunburn watch­ 
er. 
'The lovely, tall blonde has 
watched tourists in Hawaii, 
Puerto Rico and elsewhere ruin 
their vacations, she says, be­ 
cause they neglect their skins 
when they go into the sun. 
“ The tourists’ pattern is the 
same — they arrive at a hotel, 
jump into their swim suits, and 
run to the beach. Often they get 
so burned the first day, they 
cannot go into the sun for their 
entire vacation.’’ 
Many people spend $100 a 
day to lie in their hotel rooms 
nursing the effects of a bad 
first-day sunburn. 
Tt is so simple to protect 
yourself from the sun," she 
says 
earnestly, 
giving 
her 
pitch. “ You can find a sun 
screen for every situation . 
oils ... tanning butters and 
coconut oils for people with 
dark complexions ... and sun 
blockers for people with fair 
skin.’’ 
She is not going to be at a 
loss when she is discussing the 
advantages and disadvantages 
of sunshine when she is on tour. 
She knows that melanin in the 
skin produces the darkening 
p^mentation, 
absorbing

traviolet radiation and provid­

products.

min D from the sun. to be sure, 
she says, but they don’t need 
the ultraviolet rays (with their 
built-in wrinkle makers» which 
can be screened out effectively 
with sun protectors And she’ll 
caution that the sun product 
chosen should 
be reapplied 
frequently, 
especially 
when 
they are swimming 


“ Chlorine, salt, perspiration 
and water will remove sun oils 
If you look on top of a swim­ 
ming pool in use you will see it 
is coated probably with a film 
of sun lotion, one reason pool

As his story u nfolded, he implicated in 
the cov er-u p the President, Haldeman, 
Ehrlichman, former Atty . Gen. John N. 
Mitchell,

Moore, 
former 
special 
presidential cou nsel Charles W. Colson, ex ­ 
acting Federal Bu reau of Inv estig ation 
Director L. Patrick Gray III and a host of 
aides and assistants. 
As pieces of Dean's story leaked ou t last 
week, the White Hou se said it wou ld not 
respond u ntil he testified in pu blic and 
u nder oath. On Monday , Press Secretary 
Ronald L. Zieg ler said Nix on, in San 
Clemente, Calif., was being kept informed 
of Dean’s testimony bu t wou ld hav e no 
comment on it this week. 
Dean’s accou nt is in blatant conflict with 
earlier statements by the President on a 
nu mber of cru cial points. 
As Dean recited ev ents, the first meeting 
at which he discu ssed the cov er-u p with 
the President was Sept. 15, 197 2, when 
Nix on said he was pleased the federal 
indictments in the Waterg ate case stopped 
no hig her than former campaig n chief 
cou nsel G. Gordon Liddy . 
“ I told him all that I had been able to do 
was to contain the case and assist in 
keeping it ou t of the White Hou se,” Dean 
said. "...I also had ex pressed to him my 
concern that I was not confident that the 
cov er-u p 
cou ld

indefinitely .” 
Dean said v ariou s administration and 
campaig n officials proceeded from that 
point to scu ttle a Hou se committee 
probe—headed bv Rep. Wrig ht Patman. 
D-Tex .—that "ju st mig ht stu mble into 
something that wou ld start u nrav eling the 
cov er-u p.” 
That accomplished, 
Dean said he 
helped accu sed political saboteu r Donald 
Seg retti prepare a story intended to keep 
Waterg ate inv estig ators from learning the 
scope of hig h-lev el backing of Seg retti’s 
“ dirty trick” operation. 
Dean said he enlisted the help of Asst. 
Atty . Gen. Henry E. Petersen and that 
prosecu tor Earl J. Silbert tried to g loss 
ov er the matter, bu t that an independent- 
minded g rand ju ror almost thwarted their 
efforts by asking Seg retti who his backers 
were. 
Seg retti 
nam ed 
pr e s ide ntia l 
appointments secretary Dwig ht R. Chapin, 
Haldeman aide Gordon Strachan and 
Herbert W. Kalmbach, then Nix on's person­ 
al attorney . Bu t, Dean said, when FBI 
ag ents “came to interv iew Chapin and 
Strachan, they contained themselv es in 
their q u estioning ” and the lid remained in 
place. 
After the election, consideration was 
g iv en to pu tting ou t the facts “to g et rid of 
the Waterg ate,” Dean said. Bu t, when he 
told Haldeman 
that cou ld resu lt 
in 
indictments ag ainst Mitchell, Haldeman. 
Ehrlichman, Dean, Strachan and campaig n 
depu ty Jeb Stu art Mag ru der, “Haldeman 
said it doesn’t seem to be a v ery v iable op­ 
tion." 
So the cov er-u p continu ed throu g h the 
end of 197 2 and into the new y ear “on the 
g eneral theory that no one wou ld be ar­ 
rested for what they didn’t say ,” Dean 
recou nted.

Watergate Questions Integrity

The American people now hav e become conv inced that the 
central issu e in the Watergate affair is the qu estion of 
integrity of the federal gov ernment itself By 47-43 per cent 
the pu blic has now ceased to look u pon Watergate as being 
mostly political 
and sees it 
as a v ery seriou s qu estion 
inv olv ing the honesty of the White Hou se ” This is a marked 
change from last fall, when by 62-26 per cent, a sizable 
majority chalked u p the Watergate charges as mainly 
political rhetoric, or the kind of thing both sides engage in in 
political campaigns 
On the qu estion of his handling of the Watergate affair, by 
58 -21 per cent, a majority of the people believ e Nix on “ has 
withheld important information abou t it” and has “ not been 
frank and honest’ with the people on the matter. His 
personal rating on his handling of Watergate has now slipped 
to 70-15 per cent negativ e, down sharply from the 57-31 per 


S^u rv ev '3t'Ve starM*‘n^ recorded for him in May by the Harris 


By the same token, before he was schedu led to testify , no 
more than six per cent of the pu blic felt that statements and 
leaks from former White Hou se Cou nsel John Dean were 
v ery tru thfu l,’ another 27 per cent felt he had been “ only 
partly tru thfu l.’’ and 17 per cent were conv inced he was 
hardly tru thfu l.” Howev er. 50 per cent of the American 
pu blic did not feel competent to pass ju dgment on this 
issu e. Nev ertheless, it appeared that Nix on’s chief adv ersary 
was coming u p short in his own credibility althou gh pu blic 
reaction to his testimony had y et to be measu red. 
The latest su rv ey , condu cted in person in 1,509 hou seholds 
between Ju ne 14 and 18 asked abou t th e tru thfu lness of the 
testimony and other pu blic statements by key figu res in the 
Watergate case. Most of the pu blic simply is not y et prepared 
to make definitiv e ju dgments abou t the v eracity of the 
testimony and other statements. Obv iou sly , as a ju ry , they 
are still withholding their final ju dgment. Bu t skepticism 
among the people is high, indeed The disposition of most 
people is to dou bt most of what they had heard.

Periodically , the su rv ey 
has asked: “ Do y ou think the Watergate episode is a v ery - 
seriou s qu estion inv olv ing the honesty of the White Hou se, or 
do y ou think it is mostly politics0”

Historical Project òn Sedalia 
'Dream' of Sedalia Librarian 
IT SETS

“It’s ju st a librarian’s dream ,” said 
Librarian Don Morton. “I’v e been thinking 
abou t it for fou r y ears and now am really 
anticipating it . I ju st hope it doesn’t take 
that long to implement .” 
The object of Morton’s affection? An all- 
encompassing, mu lti-faceted presentation 
of Sedalia’s history from the old cattle 
trails to the new city hall. It wou ld be 
display ed in the Sedalia Pu blic Library . 
By fall. Morton hopes to hav e schedu led 
organizational meetings for all persons 
interested *in helping edit and transform 
what promises to be a scattered assortment 
qf written histones, pictu res, paintings, 
commentaries 
and 
clippings 
into 
a 
meaningfu l historical presentation. 
Among 
those 
named recently to a 
steering 
committee to coordinate the 
project are Smith-Cotton High School 
instru ctors Larry Whiteside 
and Dick 
Codper, and Mr. and Mrs. W. A. McVey , 
local history enthu siasts. 
“ What we hope to do is consolidate the 
knowledge and historical possessions of 
many Sedalians into a Sedalia History 
Center which wou ld be located on the 
second floor of the library ,” Morton said. 
“It will be something of v alu e to all 
Sedalians, I believ e.” 
Morton said he is particu larly ex cited 


abou t the anticipated u se of what has 
ev olv ed 
recently 
into 
a 
major 
new 
“ memory magnet” — the cassette tape 
recorder. 
Its 
mobility , 
he 
ex plained, 
enables interv iewers to easily mov e from 
person to person instead of their coming to 
recording sessions. 
By this sy stem, Morton said, the personal 
remembrances of persons who actu ally 
participated 
or 
witnessed 
ev ents 
of 
Sedalia’s past can now be v iv idly preserv ed 
for fu tu re docu mentation. 
Morton indicated the u se of cassette 
recorders will be especially u sefu l in 
dealing with those he anticipates will be a 
prime sou rce of au thentic recollections — 
Sedalia’s older citizens. 
“For many of them, the prospect of 
writing their memories down is a v ery 
tiring effort,” Morton said. “The thou ghts 
are there bu t they get worn ou t writing 
page after page. This way , they can ju st 
relax and speak into a microphone.” 
Morton said the impetu s for creating the 
history 
center 
arose 
from 
no 
great 
historical u rge to “preserv e for posterity .” 
R ather, he said, “I was ju st plain cu riou s 
abou t lots of things that I’d heard abou t in 
the past ... and I reasoned that I probably 
wasn’t the only one.” 
Among the items Morton hopes to hav e 
inv estigated is old Sicher Park. ” 1 ju st 
remember hearing abou t it when I was 
y ou nger,” Morton recalled. “I’m not ev en 


su re where it was located. All I know is 
trolley lines u sed to ru n u p to it and I 
believ e there was a large racetrack there.” 
Morton also anticipates getting inside 
information on Sedalia’s attem pt to hav e 
the state capital transferred here from 
Jefferson City in the late 18 9 0’s. 
Particu larly intrigu ing to him. Morton 
said, was the fact that Sedalia was strongly 
considered in the late 19 40’s as the possible 
location of the Air Force Academy becau se 
of its prox imity to Whiteman AFB. 
“I’d like to know more abou t that and 
I’m su re others wou ld, too,” Morton said. 
He emphasized the effort is not an 
attem pt to compete with ex isting local 
historical clu bs or collectors. 


“We ju st hope to su pplement their 
collections 
and 
get 
an 
all-arou nd 
perspectiv e on local history ," Morton said. 
“Once the program gets u nderway , we’ll 
need the help of all av ailable interested 
persons and organizations ” 


One final factor in M orton’s decision to 
spearhead the project has professional 
origins, he indicated. 


“I think a commu nity pu blic library 
shou ld be a repository of local history and 
not ju st books,” Morton said. “It’s a 
serv ice which I believ e shou ld be done and 
I’m ju st glad that we’ll be getting started 
soon.”

W ASHINGTON (API - Lead­ 
ers of the National M ilk Pro­ 
ducers Federation say that Nix ­ 
on administration decisions, in­ 
cluding the recent price freeze, 
could lead to milk shortages 
later this y ear. 
"This nation's consumers will 
find empty retail dairy count­ 
ers later this y ear if correctiv e 
measures are not taken imme­ 
diately ." Patrick Healy . feder­ 
ation secretary , said Monday . 
The cost of producing milk 
has risen steeply while prices 
paid to dairy farmers hav e lag­ 
ged. 
Healy 
said. 
The 
price 
freeze announced J une 13 is an 
"intolerable position" for pro­ 
ducers, he said. 
“ While it is true that raw ag­ 
ricultural prices were techni­ 
cally ex empt from the price 


freeze, because processors and 
distributors of milk and dairy 
products cannot pass their in­ 
creased cost through the mar­ 
ket. the 
effect 
is to freeze 
prices 
paid 
farmers." 
Healy 
said. 
Healy and Glenn Lake, presi­ 
dent of the federation, told a 
news conference that 
unless 
dairy farmers get relief soon 
they will ha\ ■* to cut back oper­ 
ations sharply . 
Lake said that the adminis­ 
tration's decision to open the 
import door to more foreign 
dairy - products would hav e a 
bad effect in the long run. 
"To consumers, the arriv al of 
imports may look good." Lake 
said. "They ’v e been sold the 
idea that foreign products can 
meet their demands and help 


hold down the price in the do­ 
mestic marketplace " 
Lake 
said 
that 
European 
products currently are less ex ­ 
pensiv e in the world market be­ 
cause of large ex port subsidies 
paid

" If the administration contin­

said. "Then we will be depend­ 
ent upon European supplies." 


W ASHINGTON 1A P 1 - Sec­ 
retary of Agriculture Earl L 
Butz has predicted shortages of 
meat and poultry - in the United 
States, but other economic offi­ 
cials say the possibility of food 
rationing is "ex tremely - unlike­ 
ly ." 
Butz told the Senate Banking 
Committee Monday that Presi­ 
dent Nix on needs standby au­ 
thority to reduce agriculture 
ex ports to solv e the shortage 
problem.

Several biologists at Idaho 
State University at Pocatello 
generally believe sheepmen are 
misreading the impact of coy­ 
otes. the effects of the poison­ 
ing ban and public responsi­ 
bility 
Plant ecologist Karl Holte 
says he's seen only four coyotes 
in his eight years on the ranges 
of southeastern Idaho. 
"The thing that scares me 
about a poison program is that 
the people don't know or even 
care what they are killing." 
Holte says 
Another university biologist, 
Dr. 
Edson 
Fichter. 
adds: 
‘‘We've spent millions over the 
years to destroy coyotes, but 
precious little money on re­ 
search which 
is statistically 
supportable. To determine what 
to do about the coyote, we need 
a wider view. As it is. we've 
never actually measured the ef­ 
fects of poisoning of coyotes, 
much less the total wildlife 
community. 
“ It’s appalling to sit in a 
meeting of wool research and 
production research, and then 
in the next breath hear them 
say they don't have any faith in 
coyote research because every­ 
one knows poisoning is the only 
answer.” 
Sheep play a large part in the 
life of Roscoe Rich of Burley, 
Idaho. He’s president of the 
Idaho Citizens Grazing Associ­ 
ation and the Idaho Wool Grow­ 
ers Association. 
“ One purebred sheep raiser 
in western Idaho reported los­ 
ing 40 per cent of his lambs to 
coyotes." says Rich, who gets 
disgusted when environmental­ 
ists argue that sheep raisers 
should accept a certain per­ 
centage of loss to coyotes for 
the privilege of grazing on pub­ 
lic lands. 
One of Wyoming’s largest 
sheep ranchers. Van Irvine of 
Casper, has announced he is 
being forced out of business. 
“ We have been suffering in­ 
creasing and intolerable losses 
to coyotes,” Irvine said. He is 
converting his 
operation to 
cattle. 
Larry Bourret, assistant to 
the Wyoming agriculture com­ 
missioner. says many sheep­ 
men are moving into cattle op­ 
erations to “ more profitably 
utilize their land investments.” 
“ Sheep ranchers have made 
many efforts to increase sheep 
production for several years.” 
Bourret says. “ These improved 
practices, however, have been 
more than offset by increased 
predator losses.” 
The Montana Livestock De­ 
partment reports 60 per cent of 
the sheep growers in Montana's 
19 
largest 
sheep-producing 
counties have gone out of busi­ 
ness in the last 12 years.

I. SUMMARY OF THE CONSENT ORDER 
ENTERED IN THE “CLASS ACTIONS“ 
The Consent Order establishes rules regarding 
the payment of back wages to those present and 
former postal employees for the representatives 
of deceased postal employees) who were entitled 
to. hut did not receive, time and one-half for 
work performed outside of their regular schedule 
as a result of a required temporary schedule 
change as set forth below. A complete statement 
of these rules i\ not set forth in this notice. The 
following’ rules represent only the basic condi­ 
tions w hiih apply to' claims. Detailed Opcratinfi 
instriK tion.s a n d the C onsent O rder will he avail­ 
able to potential claimants, as indicated in para- 
Uraph E belosv. 
A. Qualification for Back Wages under “Class 
Action“ Consent Order 
1. For the period from approximately March 4. 
1966 to January 7, 1972, annual rate regulars 
were entitled to overtime wages under Public Law 
89-301 for work performed during days or hours 
outside of their regular schedule as a result of a 
required temporary schedule change, unless the 
schedule change occurred while they were occu­ 
pying any of the following positions: (1 ) post­ 
master; (2 ) rural carrier; (3 ) postal inspector; 
f.4) road duty employee (as defined in 39 U.S.C. 
Sec. 3581 (19 62)); (5 ) substitute employee; (6) 
hoiirlv rate regular employee; (7) annual rate 
regulars who, between March 4. 1965 and July 
29. 1966. were in salary level PFS-8 and above; 
(8 ) annual rate regulars who, between July 29, 
1966 and October 6. 1967. were in salary level 
PFS-11 and above; (9 ) annual rate regulars who, 
after October 6, 1967, were in salary level PFS- 
12 and above or equivalent levels. 
2. Any temporary schedule change on the part of 
an annual rate regular which was not made at his 
request for his convenience is a “ required sched­ 
ule change” for which the employee is entitled to 
overtime compensation for work performe(i out­ 
side of his regular schedule, without regard to the 
nature of the work performed under the tempo­ 
rary schedule. Temporary schedule changes made 
at an employee’s request for his convenience are 
not compensable at the overtime rate. 
B. Claims Procedure under “Class Action“ Con­ 
sent Order 
1. The Consent Order establishes procedures for 
the filing of claims by present employees, former 
employees and the representatives of deceased 
employees who assert entitlement to overtime 
back wages under paragraph A above. 
2. Claims Procedure for Present Employees 
(a ) As soon as practical after July 30. 1973, 
all present employees will be notified by their in­ 
stallation head that their time records are avail­ 
able for examination. In most cases these records 
date back to the first pay period in which regular 
work schedules were assigned under Public Law 
89-301. and end with the pay period terminating 
on January 7, 1972. 
(b ) Each present employee is entitled to be 
excused from his normal tour of duty for up to 
one hour to review his time records and will be 
compensated for that hour at his straight time 
rate of compensation. In addition, he may re­ 
move his records from the installation for the 
purpose of such review. 
(c ) Special claim forms will be available in 
all postal installations. It will be necessary for the 
employee to indicate on the claim form those 
hours for which he believes he is entitled to re­ 
cover overtime back wages. 
(d ) An employee's failure to file a claim 
with his installation head within 9 0 days of re­ 
ceipt of notice that his time records are available 
for inspection will waive his right to present a 
claim. However, upon good cause shown, the 
time for filing a claim shall be extended. 
(e ) An employee may submit a claim even 
though his time records are no longer available, 
(f ) After an employee has submitted his 
claim, the local installation head will review it to 
determine whether the claim should be approved 
for payment. If the claim is denied, the employee 
will be entitled to appeal. 
3. Procedure for Former Employees and the Rep­ 
resentatives of Deceased Employees 
Essentially, the same rules apply to claims by 
former employees and representatives of deceased 
employees, with the following exceptions: 
(a ) The Postal Service will attempt to notify 
former annual rate regulars of their rights in this 
matter by forwarding a copy of this notice to their 
last known address on nie with 
the United 
States Civil Service Commission or the appropri­ 
ate Postal Service Data Center.

(b ) Any former employee, or the represent­ 
ative of a deceased employee, who receives this 
notice from the Postal Service by mail must re­ 
quest access to the employee's time records in 
writing within 60 days of receiving such notice 
or waive his right to present a claim. 
(c ) Any former employee, or the represent­ 
ative of a deceased employee, who does not re­ 
ceive a copy of this notice from the Postal Service 
by mail must request access to the employee’s 
lime records within three years of July 1, 1973, 
or waive his right to present a claim.

Federal Rules of Civil Proce­ 
dure) a further Order and Decision implement­ 
ing the Consent Order, which (1 ) approves the 
detailed operating instructions under the Consent 
Order; and (2 ) determines several legal issues 
incident to implementation of the Consent Order, 
as to which parties were unable to reach agree­ 
ment.

torney. provided his attorney so notifies the un­ 
dersigned Clerk of Court in writing prior to July 
15,19 73. 
The Court will upon conclusion of that hearing 
enter an order cflectinp partial Final Judgment 
disposing of all issues which have been decided as 
of the date of such Final Judgment, subject to the 
Court, upon being advised by the parties that all 
aspects of the controversy have been settled, en­ 
tering the Final Judgment contemplated by the 
Consent Order, as heretofore amended.
